'  Since  our  arrival,  there  has  been 
a  great  battle  fought  with  the  ne- 
groes, in  which  4.00  were  killed,  as 
many  uken  priloncrs,  and  a  great 
number  difperfed.  A  grand' houfs 
belonging  to  their  general,  which 
jhey  had  built  for  him,  fe'l  into  the 
hands  ol  the  whites  ;  and  I  am  told 
it  was  as  elegantly  fimfhid  2nd  fur- 
nifhed  as  if  it  had  belonged  to 
the  firft  planter  in  the  colony.  The 
plains  are  cleared  to  the  extent  of  25 
leagues,  and  the  blacks  driven  back 
to  the  mountains.  It  is  expected, 
that  a  number  of  the  planters  will 
very  (horrjt  return  to  their  defola- 
ted  eftafes.  There  was  a  grest  in- 
flection of  the  mulattoes  here  in 
the  beginning  of  December  j  t'-.ey 
demanded  to  be  admitted  as  officers 
in  the  regiments  then  arrived  from 
France;  they  were  denied — S:.vto 
trms — feised  the  out  potts — turned 
the  cannon  upon  the  town — fought 
and  fifed  in  the  ftreets — terror  and 
eonfufion  enfued.  They  Ifuck  hr.n 
\o  aha:  they  had  undertaken  ;  (wore 
(hey  would  die  to  a  nun,  or  carry 
their  point.  Tlvir  numbers  were 
ba.uicibly  a»T«AuJ*by  the  free  ne- 


gFoes,  and  at  length  the  whites  found 
it  prudent  to  admit  them  both  into 
the  municipality.  So  now  v-e  fee 
mulatto  and  black  officers,  flrutting 
about  in  uniform,  equipt  a  la  militai" 


ivWe  underftand  Col.  Proper  is 
returned  to  this  city  from  his  miffi- 
00- to  the  Indian  country  N.  W.  of 
thte  Ohio,  relative  to  a  treaty  of 
peace  It  is  faid,  he  went  no  fur- 
ther than  Legionville,  about  thirty 
miles  N.  W.  of  .Pittfcurgh,.  where 
he  received  information  from  the 
Cornplanter,  that  his  people  Teemed 
inclined  for  war,  and  it  might  net 
be  prudent  for  the  Colonel  to  pay  a 
vifit. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Lifhon,  t'a- 
ted  February  8th.  (Uy  the  Do- 
minic Terry,  Cap.  Dehart.) 
..  *  The  port  brings  this  day,  a  cer- 
tainty of  the  execution  of  the  King 
of  France,  on  the  21ft  of  January 
laft,  between  :o  and  11  o'clock  of 
that  day.

their  buttons  in  the  King's  blood, 
zs  mark^  of  victory  and  triumph.

Mr.  Fiuiimon3  obftrved  on 
ths  firft  charge  in  the  refolu- 
tion,  that  as  the  intereft  of  the 
money  botrowed  in  Ejrope  is 
p.iyab'e  where  borrowed,  it  was 
oecon  omical  in  the  fecretarv  to 
pay  that  intereft  with  monies 
there,  which  were  to  be  drawn 
here,  and  replace  the  funi  by 
taking  the  amount  from  t're 
funds  here  defined  for  that 
payment.  A  ftnanehl  operati- 
on of  this  nature  is  fimp'e,  and 
favesthe  trouble  of  drawing  with 
one  hand  and  remitting  with  the 
other.  He  conceived  there  was 
no  juft  foundation  for  the  firft 
charge, 

Mr.  Lawrence  hVd  that  when 
the  refolu  ion<  calling  for  in- 
formation from  the  treafury  de- 
p  rtrr.eru  were  iuft  brought  for- 
ward, the  public  mir:d  was  im- 
prefted  with  an  idea,  that  there 
were  monies  unaccounted  fcr ;
